1. It is oux understanding that your Directorate is evaluating the 
technical esrects of Dr. Pubini's proposal in the referenee regarding 
researeh and development of an inmroved satellite mapping camera. Inaasuch 
as the proposal also has impo:tant implications on the intelligence aide, 
we ae p:camted to rass along cur comments about it for your possible 
use ir responding to the letter. 






2. From the intelligence noint of view, ve concur in the ultimate 
ot Seerive s7 the « onosal: a clotal cetalosue 9: high quality ove head 
".ote7 ett that ie adeouate fo mavcins as well as other intelligence 
purposes. It would cde extremely valuable in our view to collect on @ vworld- 
vide, virtually simultenesus tesis, comaratie data on all eities, trans- 
-O tation routes, te:~air areas, industries, military installietions, ro: ts, 
ani other essential intellivenece suzjects. The ravid-mapping p:oc: ems which 
could +e generated f>om this data case would rep-esent e@ significant 
etvance tc ou: ove ali inteliigence vesea'ch and production efto te. 


3. we wish. tc emhasicze, toweve-. that the DOD does not have en 
exclusive inte-est in the p oject desc ited kv D. Pubini. This feet whic 
ie® sof Aully urde stood i: tne DOD and DIA may be Lllustrated ty citing 
es: DIA effo-ts i. tne COMO: .o remove ARGON from USIB cognizance ani 

ese-ve i: soleil: to DOD ju-isdiczim.. Mutuality of CIA and DOD interest

4. With respect to specific CIA intelligence needs for mapping 
of leatin America, Africa and Southeast Asia, we believe that the program 
envisioned by the DOD would benefit CIA intelligence analysis and 
interpretation that is conducted in support of the following:

A high order of precision and 
completeness is required in this effort. We are seriously handicapped 
end inportant U.S. objectives are endangered, therefore, by the normally 
poor date base svailabie to our researchers for this wrk.

in non areas for original studies of 
environmental factors in support of policy formulation and estiaates. In 
most cases, we are able to satisfy then only incompletely and with 
considerable difficulty. 


c. Maps for Counterin . A repid capability to produce 
accurate iooumrecnic maps contributes materially to U.S. programs in suppart 
of friendly goverment sections against Casmsunist-inspired guerrilla 
operations. 


@. Rational tote gence Survey roeren Acquisition of the 
gloteal data indicated in Dr. ini's letter improve our abilities 


to produce up-to-date base and substantive maps in support of the WIS progras. 


5. It is unrealistic, however, to look et this project solely fron 
the standpoint of obtaining data, primarily for mapping purposes. As you 
know, our satellite reconnaissance resources are not limitless. We aust 
determine, therefore, how mich of an impact this project would have on our 











efforts to collect critical information on the military capebilities 

of the USSR and Communist China. We believe that, if this project 

is deemed technically feasible, it should be handled, like the ARGOH 
progrem, in the COMOR/USIB mechanies where any conflicts or competition 
in community intelligence needs can be resolved. 


Sc. As suggested in discussions with your staff on this matter, 
ve are tranmitting these views for your consideration and for possible 
inclusion in a final response to Dr. Fubini's letter.
